HOW TO MAKE THE MOST OF SEED- 
TUBERS. 


In a demonstration in the National Museum, 
Dublin, on Thursday, on & collection of seed- 
tubers of atoes given by several Dublin 
seedsmen, ee ohnson stated that the 
potato had the highest food value of all root 
and other vegetables, and that anyone who 
bad any ground could, by following ae 
directions, get a year's supply of lib. a day by 

anting 2ibs. or Sibs. of seed-tubers this spring. 
Re showed one variety—Kerr’s Pink—of 
which llb. of seed, using the eyes only, gave, 
at Kew Gardens last year, a crop of 157ibs, of 
mostly good-sited tubers. He himself, ust 
the three or four sprouted shoots of the eycs o 
boxed tubers, and treating them as ings, 
got a crop of six to eight tons per acre woh ge 
sized. tubers, thus confirming the wo of 
Maiden, who produced 100lbs. of tubers from 
1]b. of ‘seed in this way. People who cannot 
afford to plant whole seed-tubers the size of a 
hen'a egg. the best procedure, should at once 
expose io light at ordinary room temperature 
a few tubers from their daily supply, or should 
cut off the rose end of a healthy potato and 
keep it in moist sand, sawdust, or peat powder, 
after dusting the cut surface with plaster of 
Paris. soot, or slaked lime. If done at once 
these picees when well sprouted cab be planted 
out up to about the middle of Apri with every 
promise of success.

Does her policy 
betray that tendency to false idealism 
which has ruined so many noble move 
ments?’ These are questions which the 


faces them she ignores many salient fea- 
tures in their solution. 

All the political allies of Madame 
Roland, all her more important acquain- 
tances, died violent deaths. She was only 
thirty-nine when she was executed, and in 
the course of three years she had lost 
nearly all the people with whom she had 
worked. It is a long step from the gigantic 
change called the French Revolution to 
that which the Sinn Fein body is trying 
to accomplish. Hf anyone withes t ste 
the evils of unchecked idealism in politics, 
we commend to him this illuminating 
volume. It is filled with matter so finely 
arranged and so finely written that no one 
can read it without having his judgment 
clarified—often in directions that . Mrs. 
Pope-Hennessy never meant. Few will 
read unmoved the account of the end. 
“When it was intimated,” writes the 
author,” to Madame Roland that «it was 
her turn to go before the Tribuhal for sen- 
tence she at once repared for death, 
opened the parcel Sophie had seen her tie 
up so carefully at Sainte Pelagie, contain- 
ing what she called her toilette de mort, 
and put on the fresh white muslin dress, 
with its black velvet waistband, which 
she had with some difficulty preserved for 
this supreme occasion. She was deter- 
mined to make the offering of her life i 
a dignified and seemly manner; for ha 
Rome were not the sacrificial victims al- 
ways garlanded and crowned? Beugnot 
tells us that on this, her last morning, her 
face was pink and white, her lips smiling ; 
with one hand she held up her skirt lest 
it should trail over the prison floor, the. 
other was snatched at and kissed by the 
women who crowded around her. She 
smilingly bede them all have peace, good 
courage, hope. She did not say she was 
going to certam death; it was known to 
all; no one could have borne putting it 
into words.” 

‘Mrs. Pope-Hennessy graphically tells 
the tale of the few hours left to her 
heroine. At the moment of death we do 
not know the thoughts of this victim of the 
Revolution, “ but we know what men say 
she said as she looked over the heads of 
the people and her eyes rested on the t 
clay figure of Liberty set up in that place. 
Perhaps, she thought of the shimmering 
vision which had beguiled her youth and 
led her to this path; perhaps she con- 
trasted it with this earthly idol; we do 
not know, but, with an irony inimitable in 


our tongue, it is said that she exclaimed—/| 


and we can see the whimsical smile of the 
woman who still believed in Liberty as an 
ideal good, and who stil! despised the can- 
mlbal people—‘O Liberté, comme on fo 
jowte!" These are the words of the in- 
ner spirit to the inner spirit of the dy 
woman herself; they have no thetorical 
turn about them, no sense of an audience. 
One cannot help -recalling the words of 
Joan of Arc as she looked for the last time 
aver the city which was about to burn her: 
“© Rouen, Rouen, I have great fear lest 
you should suffer for my death.” 

Our review ins with the end of the 
book, though we have read every line of it. 
After all, the real importance of Madame 
Roland lies in the part which she took in 
revolutionary affairs during the time when 
the Girondins were in power. No doubt, 
it is necessary to see what manner of 
woman she was, and here Mrs. Hen- 
nessy furnishes us with one of the best 
sketches that we know. She describes her 
heroine’s early growth in revolutionary 
lore, her perusal of the deistic philosophy 
of Voltaire and of the humanitarian philo- 
sophy of Rousseau. She makes us see how 
hard it is for people to be original in their 
views.

We are there told 
that “clockmaker extraordinary” was 
Ramsay's title. At the Guelph Exhibi- 
tion were shown a clock and alarum watch 
with single hand, dated 1636, signed “ D.

The earliest clocks had verge escape- 
ment and balance, but Galileo's discovery 
of the isochronism of the pendulum, by 
experiments conducted in the Cathedral of 
Pisa, gave a great impetus to the im- 
watches. It is 
true that the astronomer only used his dis- 
covery in the invention of a little instru- 
ment to enable doctors to count pulse 
beats, but an early clock in the Victoria 
and Albert Museum, said to be Galileo 
—more probably his,-son’s, who applied 
his father's discovery to clocks—contains 
the germ of the chronometer escapement 
free pendulum. The manner in 
to orna- 
mentation served to produce an increased 
demand for “ pocket clocks,” or “ Nurem- 
berg eggs,” as they were often styled, 
from their globular shape and the place 
of their earliest manufacture, at about the 
end of the fifteenth century. In the fol- 
lowing century the cases were beautifully 
ornamented. Specimens are here illus- 
trated of Elizabethan, Jacobean, Crom- 
wellian, and Restoration watches, as well 
as of early eighteetith century examples. 
The lantern clock, and its employment 
as a bracket, or wall, clock, furnished that 
opportunity for ornamentation and 
domestic use which had given such vogue 
te the manufacture of watches; and the 
successive appearance of the long-case, or 
“ grandfather,” clock, and of veneer and 
marquetry as means of decoration, 
ushered in the palmy period of clocks and 
the happy hunting-ground of modern col- 
lectors. Into this, with its development 
in the period of lacquer, we cannot follow 
our author; but we may direct attention 
to the account of Irish clock-makers and 
watch-makers, who once enjoyed a well- 
deserved celebrity. He includes a list, sup- 
plied by Mr. Dudley Westropp, of our Na- 
fionaL Museum, of eighteenth century 
Dablin and provincial makers—one, 
Thomas Meeking. Dublin, as early as 
1682-1700—while Cork, and even Dundalk,

bered. To-day her work is everywhere, 
and it is one of the few redetming features 
of the time. The Geneva Convention, 
ander which the Red Cross is carried into 
the field of battle, was framed by Henri 
Durant, but he was the very first to admit 
and publish the fact that his own particu- 
lar work and success were di y due to 
Florence Nightingale.
